EAST SIDE RE-CONSIGNMENT 
RATES ARE HELD T00 HIG! 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Orders Reparation 


Made to Shippers. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The old rate 
of two oents a 100 pounds for recon- 
signment services at East St. Louis on 
shipments of hay, originating at points 
east, north and west thereof and des- 
tined to the southeast, was held unjust 
and unreasonable by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. today. 

The ruling was made in the cases of 
the St. Louls Hay and Grain Co. against 
the Mobile & Ohio and others; 
Lucas & Co. against the Louisville & 
Nastrville, and the Bartlett Commission 
Co. against the [Illinois Central and 
other lines, 

The commission held the reconsign- 
ment charge there should not have ex- 
ceeded one and one-half cents a 10 
pounds and awarded reparation accord- 
ingly, the total reparation, however, 
being only $1809. The two-cent rate 
on which these claims arose was elimin- 
ated by the railroads recently and there 
is now no chargé exacted for this serv- 
ice at Bast St. Louis.

The trial of Elijah Jackson, negro 
janitor of the Arcade Building, at East- 
on avenue and the Suburban tracks, on 
the charge of disturbing the peace of 
Florence Lewis, 9 years old, of 1520 Irwin 
street, and Genevieve Tucker, 15 years 
old, of 1524 Munson avenue,. was mad¢ 
the occasion for an arraignment of po- 
lice jobbery by Judge Pollard In the 
Dayton Street Police Court Monday. 

The evidence disclosed that when 
Genevieve Tucker informed Sergt. Ma- 
loney at 4 p. m. Saturday that Jackson 
had accosted“her, a trap was set for 
htm at Maloney’s suggestion, as a re- 
sult of which he was arrested at 8:30 p. 
m. The failure of the police to arrest 
Jackson when complaint was first made 
to them gave him opportunity, the Judge 
declared, to annoy the other child, who 
was accosted at 5 o’clock. The Judge 
charged that the police had set a trap 
to give them an opportunity to club the 

egro. 

Beaten With Clubs. 

When the Tucker girl kept an engage- 
ment which she had made with the 
negro, at the suggestion of Maloney, 
policemen in plain clothes seized him. 
He resisted and they beat him over the 
head with their clubs. A charge of re- 
sisting an officer was put against hir, 
in addition to the others. Judge Pollard 
dismisesi this charge and denounced 
the pakke for not making the arrest 
when the complaint was first made. 

“We have the best Chief of Polige 
in the world,”’ he said, “and a good de- 
partment, although there are some bad 
men in it. I don’t care if 750,000 people 
surround my court and attempt to tell 
ne what to do. 
than to punish.” 

Clerk Interrupts Him. 

When the judge criticised the police- 
men for laying a trap for the negro, “‘so 
that they could beat him up,’’ Clerk 
Carter exclaimed loudly, ““‘They ought to 
have cracked his neck.” 

Judge Pollard told the balliff that if 
there were any more interruptions by 
the Clerk he should be brought before 
the bench and fined for contempt. “I 
have much to contend with,” the Judge 
said, “with officers of the court as well 
as defendants.” 

City Attorney Levi finally suggested, 
after’ Pollard had spoken his mind for 
a half hour, that the Judge do some- 
thing. “I can’t be flimflammed and fol- 
de-rolled,”’ the Judge said. “I am going 
to do what I am going to do.”’ 

In fining Jackson for disturbing the 
Tucker girl, the Judge made it clear 
that the fine was for accosting her at 
4 p. m., and not for what took place at 
8:30 p. m. The fine was $100. For the 
disturbance of the other child a fine of 
$500 was inflicted.

unlawful combination and conspiracy is 
the result and outgrowth of a series of 
wrongful acts extending over a period 
of many years and participated in by 
the defendants, respectively, in the man- 
ner and to the extent hereinafter more 
fully set forth. In participating in the 
various acts, agreements and combina- 
tions hereinafter described all the de- 
fendants have beer actuated by wrong- 
fu] intent to restrain said interests and 

reign trade and commerce.in raw and 
refined sugar and related articles and 
to monopolize the parts thereof.’’ 


Asks Perpetual Injunction. 

The Government petitions the Court to 
decree: 

That the defendants have been en- 
gaged in unlawful combination and con- 
spiracy to restrain and monopolize trade, 
and that their officers, directors, stock- 
holds, agents and employes be per- 
petually enjoined from doing any act to 
carry out the purpose of such unlaw- 
ul combination. 

That the Court adjudge that the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Co., the National 
Sugar Refining Co. of New Jersey and 
Western Sugar Refining Co. ts each in 
itself an unlawful combination in re- 
straint of trade, and that each of them 
be restrained from engaging in inter- 
State or foreign commerce. 

That the Court adjudge that the shares 
nf the capital stock of each defendant 
corporation heretofore acquired by any 
ather corporate defendant was unlaw- 
fully acquired and that each such hold- 
er be enjoined from continuing to hold

Mrs. Mattie McKiernan burned a pro- 
posal of marriage Monday from a man 
who wrote that he was touched by the 
Post-Dispatch's story of her 16-year-old 
daughter, Pearl, for two years the 
breadwinner of the family, whose will- 
ing hands were burned in a benzine ex- 
plosion. By her injury the family of 
five is reduced to the strait of living 
upon $10 a month, being deprived of her 
wages of $%.20 a week. The rent of 
their home is $14 a month. There are 
three sisters—May, 11; Blanche, 8, and 
Annabelle, 14 years old. 

“My iffe ig in my children,” said Mrs. 
McKiernan Monday to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “and I shall not give them a 
stepfather. I am trying to get a job 
eat a laundry, and we have enough 
money s®ved to tide us over until I be- 
gin work. 

“IT received another letter from a man 
who offered me a position as housekeep- 
er. I burned that, too. 

Mefuses Strangers’ Aid, 

“Sunday night a man and his wife, 
who said they had read about Pearl in 
the Post-Dispatch, called and offered to 
supply me with money and groceries. 
I appreciated their kindness very nfuch 
and thanked them ‘with all my heart. 
But I told them that there are persons 
in St. Louis needing aid much more 


than we do.’’ 


The family lives on the fourth floor 
of a tenement at 214 Clark avenue. 
The neatness of the rooms, in’ which at- 
tempts have been made to brighten with 
pictures and bric-a-brac, show Mrs. Mc- 
Kiernan’s love of her children as much 
as does her sturdy reliance upon herself 
in her misfortunes. 

Her husband died several years ago, 
and she found work in a laundry, while 
Pearl acted as little mother to her 
sisters. 

Teok Mothtr’s Job. 

Two years ago, when Pearl became.of 
legal age to work, she persuaded her 
mother to give her the job in the laun- 
dry and to take charge of the home 
herself. ~ Until last August Pearl re- 
mained at this work, making $4 to % 
a week. Then she found employment 
with the United States Incandescent 
Lamp Co. 

Now that Pearl is in St. Anthony’s 
Hospital, the role of little mother will 
fall upon Annabelle after Mrs. McKier- 
nan finds work. 

From a total income of a few cents 
less than $31 a month, in part the rent 
of a lodger in one room, the McKiernans 
have paid $14 a month for the four 
rooms they occupy, and with the re- 
mainder, slightly more than % a week, 
they have provided food, clothing and 
-fuel. Nevertheless, 
managed to save something for the un- 
lucky period which has now come to 
them.

Negro Shanghaied While 
Celebrating; Takes Two 
Years to Get Back. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—There were 
many interesting passengers aboard the 
American liner New York when she ar- 
rived yesterday from English, French 
and Irish shores, but the most romantic 
figure was a big. ginger-bread colored 
negro, Alfred Stark, who, by the crew 
of the vessel, was dubbed ‘“‘The Wan- 

dering Coon.”’ 

The simple matter of a Saturday 
night’s spree had sent Stark on a two- 
year cruise to strange lands far away 
from Petersburg, Va., where he had 
worked as a peanut roaster, unassafiled 
at any time by wanderlust or any spirit 
of adventure. His pay night pleasure 
outings previously had been satiated 
with beer. But on this night he took 
whisky and was shanghaied. He was 
destined to see no goober works for 
months in which involuntary journeys 
took him to remote Oriental ports and 
to many places in Europe. He has trav- 
eled more than 15,000 miles. 

Awakes on a Steamship. 

After his hazy night at Petersburg, he 
says he awoke to find himself on the 
British steamship Cunexa, under a writ- 
ten contract to make the trip to Glas- 
gow. He had worked as a fireman in 
the goober establishment and he was 
put in the stoke hole. He was dis- 
charged at Glasgow and appealed to 
the United States Consul. The Consul, as 
the best he could do, found a berth for 
Stark aboard the British steamship 
Sparrow, bound for Smyrna. He also 
gave the negro a letter to the American 
Consul there, asking that official to 
find a job for Stark on some steam- 
ship bound for America.

Nurse Declares She Could 
Not Control Desire to Kill 
Herself. 


Miss Julia Florian, a trained nurse, 
obeyed an unaccountable and ¢auseless 
impulse when she tried to end her life 
with enough bichloride of mercury to 
kill a score of persons, she declared 
Monday at the city hospita!. 

“I am happy, and have nothing to 
worry me,’ she told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter.

She said she was not 
in love, and had not accepted atten- 
tions from any one man in preference to 
others. She had told her stepmother 
that, she said, because she felt that she 
must account for her attempt in some 
way; and that was the first reason to 
occur to her.

Harvait PiMical ‘Ditches Declares ‘Physical 
Development of Sexes Has ‘Undergone 
Marvelous Change in Twenty Years.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 28.—That 
the physical type of American woman- 
hood has undergone a tremendous 
change in the last 20 years and is ap- 
proaching that of the opposite sex is 
the belief of Dr. Dudley Allen Sar- 
gent, director of gymnastics at Harvard 
University, and that man is.going wom- 
anward is another assertion he makes. 

“Twenty years ago,’ says Dr. Sargent, 
“women’s ultra feminine: characteris- 
tics—small waist, large hips and small 
feet—were over-developed, and she was 
the very anthithesis of man in physical 
proporticns. Today her physique has 
become revolutionized, and already ap- 
proximates that of the other sex.” 

The doctor has a composite -statue,.- 
made in accordance with actual mea- 
surements of more than 10,000 women 
prior to the year 1890. He says the 
typical woman has bigger. feet, smaller 
hips, rounder and larger waist, broader 
shoulders and a thicker neck. In some 
cases her chest fs a great-deal better 
developed than man’s. 


“The modification of the corset is one 
reason for the change in woman's 
physique,” he says. “Another reason 
is that within. the last 2 years women 
have done a great deal more in the way 
of athletics than they did formerly.

Frozen Sea: Monster. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—Latest reports 
received by the American Museum of 
Natural History from the Arc‘ic expe- 
dition sent out two years o under 
Dr. R. M, Anderson and V. Stefansson 
indicate that the explorers will be back 
in New York within a month. The ex- 
pedition has gathered a mass of val- 
wable information and thousands of spec- 
imens to illustrate the manners and 
customs of the little known Eskimos 
of the MacKenzie delta. The scientists, 
in order to study to best advantage the 
customé of one of the tribes, literally 
adopted the Nfe of the Kogmollik tribe, 
living»as they do, eating *the s®me un- 
cooked food and in every other way 
adhering to the Kogmollik customs as 
far as “possible. 

Their Holiday Cheer. 

Their latest report tells how they 
spent .Thanksgiving day a year ago. 
They were trekking across country and 
had exhausted their supply of food three 
days before.- Starvation seemed near 
when they came-across the carcass of 
a whale on the beach. The whale had 
been dead about four years, but, says 
Stefansson, in his letters, they were 
giad to cull over the body, and found 
‘the selected portions delicate and. sat- 
isfying. They feasted on frozen whale 
and blubber for 16 days. and then re- 
‘sumed their travels. 
| The Steffanssen-Anderson expedition 
differed materially from the usual ex- 
pedition which is sent into the Arctic 
wilds.. Usually such expeditions pro- 
/vide themselves with a complete out- 
fit. for. avoiding the rigors of the frozen 
north. But Stefansson and Anderson 
traveled light. It was planned that, as 
the main piirpose of this expedition 
Was an ethnological one, it would be 
best to live with the natives in their 
houses and gather supplies just as they 
get them. 

One of the tribes encountered was the 
island tribe of Nunatna. This tribe hes 
never traded with the white men and 
little or nothing besides their name is 
known to scientists. It is likely that 
the large collection descriptive of their

“You might cafl thé Mississippi River the sa- 
cred Ganges, from the attitude of the Terminal 
toward i,” said President Moore of the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway, referring to the effort of the 
Terminal tq crush its South St. Louis competitor. 
It has treated the river as sacred to the Terminal 
—a barrier over which no traffic could pass into 
or out of St. Louis without paying toll. Nowhere 
else have all the railroads coming into the city 
used a river as a wall to block free traffic and 
sacrificed commerce to monopoly tolls. 

Mr. Moore pointed out that so long as his rail- 
way kept away from the river the Terminal Com- 
bine was indifferent, but as soon as it attempted 
to cross the river and open a way over the bar- 
rier the combine tried to destroy it. The com- 
bine railroads were willing to destroy all the in- 
dustries in South St. Louis on the Manufacturers’ 
Railway’s lines rather than admit a terminal com- 
petitor which might interfere with its toll-making 
privileges. Yet the business developed by its 
competitor, all of which must be hAndled by the 
combine railroads, may be worth many times the 
tolls. 

St. Louisans should realize from this combine 
action what the monopoly’s attitude is toward 
the city it has burdened for so many years with 
discriminating tolls. The interests of monopoly 
are placed above al) interests. 

The action of the Cotton Belt’in deserting the 
combine in its effort to crush the Manufacturers’ 
Railway is a gratifying sign of better counsels 
among the individual roads of the Terminal. It 
is a sign of departure from the hampering and 
destructive policy of monopoly oppression. The 
end of monopoly abuse is coming. The man- 
agers of the roads must recognize the inevita- 
ble. They must realize the folly of check- 
ing the increase of business and the growth 
of a great industrial and commercial city 
for the sake of a pitiful graft which hampers and 


‘}injures the roads themselves. We expect other 


railroads in the combine not only to follow the 
Cotton Belt’s action in resuming traffic arrange- 
ments with the South Side terminal road, but by 
reversing monopoly methods to promote the 
growth of St. Louis business and to obtain better 
facilities for handling it.
